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Driver Responsibility Program

House Bill 3588 of the 78" Regular Legislative Session created the Driver
Responsibility Program, Chapter 708 of the Texas Transportation Code.
The stated purpose of this program is to enhance the public safety of roads,
streets, and highways, and hold irresponsible drivers accountable for their
actions. The statute requires the Department to implement a program in
which drivers are assessed a fee based on their driving history. Failure to
submit the fee will result in the loss of their driving privileges.

The Driver Responsibility Program has two major components, a point
system and a conviction surcharge system. The point system is based
primarily on the accumulation of class C traffic offenses, whereas the
conviction surcharges are based on a one-time conviction of certain more
serious traffic offenses.

A brief synopsis of this program follows:
Points are assessed for:

Moving traffic violation conviction = 2 points
Moving traffic violation conviction resulting in
an accident = 3 points

Surcharges based on the accumulation of points are:
$100 surcharge required every year in which the driver has
accumulated 6 points
An additional $25 per point over 6 points

The conviction surcharge system applies to the followmg

Driving while intoxicated = $1,000
Second DWI within three years = $1,500
DWI=or>.16 = $2,000
DWLI/Suspended = $ 250
No liability insurance = $ 250
Driving without a valid license = $ 100

The surcharge will be required every year for three years following a
conviction for the above offenses.

Revenue collected from this program is divided between:
Trauma Center Fund = 49.5%
Texas Mobility Fund = 49.5%
DPS for program administration = 1.0%



Drivers who fail to meet their surcharge requirements will have their driving
privilege revoked until compliance is received.

To implement this program the Department was required to identify, by rule,
offenses to be assessed points as moving violations. This rule has been
approved by the Public Safety Commission and is currently posted in the
Texas Register for public comment. The earliest adoption date for this rule is
May 16, 2004.

Also, mainframe programming has been created to identify those drivers
who have met the 6 point surcharge requirement or have been convicted of
an offense resulting in an automatic surcharge.

The surcharge process will require considerable manpower commitment to
track the accumulation of points and process installment payments,
therefore, HB3588 provided for the outsourcing of this portion of the
program. Specifications and requirements have been developed for the
outsourcing of payment collection and a Request for Offer prepared.
Pending final approval, we believe that the RFO will be posted for vendor
proposals in late May to early June, with full implementation of this program
in August.

While no surcharge revenue has been collected to date, the assigning of
points and the conviction surcharge assessments will be made retroactive to
the effective date of this program, September 1, 2003. This revenue is not
lost but has been deferred pending the necessary implementation of the
required components of this program.

Revenue projections are based on our current compliance rate of 66% for
current reinstatement fees of $100 or $125. Projections are:

A computer analysis of driver records, conducted on April 28, 2004, reveals
that 99,996 records have been identified as being affected by a surcharge
resulting in a total surcharge due of $29,285,925. Utilizing the 66%
compliance rate, as indicated above, results in the total anticipated revenue
gain of $19,328,710.

Proposed Rules — Driver Responsibility Program
Moving Violations

§15.89 Moving Violations.

(a) Moving violations are defined as an act committed in connection with the operation of
a motor vehicle on a public street or highway, which constitutes a hazard to traffic and is
prohibited by state law or city ordinance.

(b) A list of traffic offenses that constitute a moving violation is available in Table 1.

(c) Table 1 also indicates the moving violations that will be accessed points under the
Driver Responsibility Program, Texas Transportation Code Chapter 708.

(1) Not all moving violations are assessed points under the Driver Responsibility
Program, however, they may be considered for Habitual Violator action under TRC
§521.292(a)(3).

(2) Moving violation convictions that are assessed a surcharge under the Driver
Responsibility Program are not accessed points under this program. (i.e. DWI, DWLI, No
Liability Insurance, No Driver License)
